W W the King of Bcafis, u generally of a dun 

^^ ^ C? Colonr; but nocwithoDt fomcExceptioni, 
Cwww as blaclci white anfl red, in Eihlapia, aod 
J*^^* tome other Pms of JfrUa aod Jfia. The 
Hair of fbme of them ii.cnrl'd, and fome long, ftiag- 
.eed and thin. His Head is vaflly large and ftrong ; his 
Nofe thiolc, hit Msuth very wide ; his Eyes are red, 
fiery, and hollow, not very round, nor long, looking 
awry. His fow Feet have five diftinfl Claws on each 
Foot, and the hinder bul foor ; sll crooked, Iharp, and 
cxceedinehard. HisSight and Smelline are very acute, 
and be deeps with his Eyes open. He can't cnditre 
Fire. When other wild Beift* hear his temble roaring 
Nolle, all aie furprized with Fear, and dare not ftir ; 
tho' he is not without hit Fear of Ibmc Creatures, fuch 
at (is reported) the great Dogs of India, tcz. with 
which they hunt and kill Lions. He is moft commonly 
taken with Nets and other Snares. Lions are thought 
to be lone-liv'd, becaufe many of them have been 
found toototcn ; but this is no cert«n Sign, as it may 
proceed from their corrupt Breath, or other Caufce, 

z. The lioness, the Female of the fame Kiod, 
is foand in the fame Countries, with the fame Nature 
and Properties ; but has no Mane at all,- which ts pro- 
per to uie Male only, to whoft Shoulders and ^leclE 
'tis a great Ornament. 

t. The JACCALL, or mU Dug, (commonly 
cdled tbt lieti'i PiwiJer) ihongh not much UfEg^

4. The panther is In Shape fomewhat like a 
Uoneri, bat not quite fo'Iarge. His Hair is fhort and 
jnofiy; his Skin is of a bright yellow, heautifully 
marlt'd wiih round "black Spois, and is faid to fend. 

: forth a fragrant Smell, and bears a great Price. He 
33 a very fierce and -cruel Beaii, greedy of Blood, very 
.■fwifi, and catches his Pre.y by leaping. It is ilie Na- 
ture of this Creature, in foine Places, to bide himfelf 
^mongft the thick Boughs of Trees, and to furprize 
'iisPrey, by leapincr upon it fudden!/. His Tongiie> 
in licking, grates like a File. 

5. Thb leopard is both.in Shape, Kaiure and 
Colour, very nn',ich like aPanlJier, being fpolted like 
that Creature, and is faid ro be engendered beiw^n. m 
Panther and a Lionefs, i^c^ 

6. Thb TIGER is in Shape fomewhat like a Li- 
■ -tmels, but has a fhort Neck. His Skin is beautifully 

fpotted, not with round Spots, like a Panther, nor 
with fevcral different Colours. It is very wild and 
iierce, exceeding ravenous, and of a fjwligious Swift- 
nefs. He fparcs neither Man nor Beaft, but if he can 
fatisfy his Hunger with the Flefh of Bealls, he'U not 
attempt on Nfankind., It is fcldom taken bat la Ve- 
- fence of its Young. 

7. The RHINOCEROS, To Wlei becauft of 
the Herri in bis Nofe, is bred in India and Jfritet. 
His CoJoor is like the Bark of a Box-Tree. He ja 
ftid to be in Shap'e foinewlMt like a wild Boar, and 
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n^t much unlike an Elephant ; md n(;ar as long, t 
not fo high, having (horter Legs. He has two G 
dies upon hii Body,, fike the" Wings' of a Dragc 
from bis Back down lo his fedlj- ; one towards 1 
^ack and Mane, and the other towards his Loi 
and hinder Parts. ' His Skin is fo hard, that 
Dart is able lo pierce it^ and covered over wi 
Scales, like the Shell of a Tortoi.'e. His Legs i 
alls fcaled over down to the Hoofs, which are part 
into four diliinft Claws. The Horn upon his Ni 
is fo very hard and fharp, crooked towards t 
Crown of his Head, tha't Ibmc fny it ivill pic| 
through Iron or Scone: He is faid frequently to wl 
his Horn againit a Flint, ilfc. t'lat he msy ,be p: 
Bared, whenever hfe is attacked by an Enemy, ! 
M a mortal Enemy to the Eltphant, whom hefeldi 
meets without a Bjtile ; and aims chicflv at his Be! 
being the fofteft Place, which if he mifiet, the E 
phant is too hard for him with his Trunk and Tee 
The Naturalifts fay, .h^t he grunts like an Hi 
The Marnier of taking him being fo variouily a 
uncertainly related, I thottght it not worth defcri 
ing. 

8. Ths UNFCORN, a Eeaft «'hlch, tho" doubt 
of by many Writers, yet is by others thus defcribt 
He has but one Horn, and that an exceeding ri 
one, growins* out of the Middle of his Forche, 
His Head rg fembtes an Hart's, his Feet an Elephan 
his Tail a Boar's, and the, reft of his Body an Horfi 
The Horn is about a Foot and a half in Len_2 
His Voice is like the Losing of an Ox. His M 
and Hair are of a ycllowiih Colour. His Horn i; 
hard as Iron, and as rough as any File, twifted 
curled like a flaming Sword ; very ftraight, (harp, 
every where black, excepting the Point. Great ^' 
tues are attributed to it, in expelling of Poifon, 
curing of feveral Difeafes. He is not a Beaft 
Prey. 

9. Of bears there are two Kinds, a grri 
and leflfr ; the latter of which is more apt to cl 
Trees, Mufcoiiy, and other Northern Countries 
4uce white Bears, for the moft Part of 3 very 1; :

Sbe. The Hrftd of a Bear ii his weakefl Part, as 
the Head of a laon is the fironeeft. By a fmill Blow 
. on his Head he has often been Killed. Hi'j Mouih is 
lilye HR Hog'j, bat longer; being armed with Teeih 
on both Sides, like a Saw. He will not willingly 
£ght with an armed Man, but, when he does, he 
Hands upright, ar.d lakes the Man between his fbce 
Feet, and hues him ; but the Man, being covered all 
over uith aKind of [run Armour, jeceivca no Hurt ; 
a];d may eafily, with a (harp Weapon, pierce through 
bis Heart. He is generally taken with Nets, into 
which he is driven, or allur«l by a Stratagem. The 
Bear is a treat Sleeper, and a Cuggilb, indolent Civa- 
-lurc, yet not obfcrved to be Icng-lived ; they fhould 
rauher fiem to be {hort-lived, from their very (hort 
Period of Geftaiion, or going with Young, fcarce 
rcachiiia; to forty 0ays, 

10. The ANT-;JjAR is a four-footed Beaft, as 
big as a pretty large Dog> with rough, dark brown 
Ihir. It has flioit Legs, a long Nof% little Eyes, 
ji very Itltlc Mouth, and a Tongue like an Earth* 
worm, five or fix Inches long. It feeds on Ants, and 
is commonly feen near an Ant's NefL It takes in 
Food by laying its Norc down flat oa the Groundi 
upon or near the Path that the Ants travel in j and 
puts out his Tongue crofs the Path, the Ants paffin^ 
to and fro, when they come to it making a Stop, and 
ia a few Minutes the Tongue will be covered ^1 over 
with Ants ; which the Creature draws in fuddenly, 
and fo eats them very greedily. It is to be met with 
in fc\'eral Parts of Jrucnia. 

11. The wolf is a very ravenous Creature, 
and as dangerous to meet'wiih, when hungry, as any 
Bealt whatever. But, when lua Bc% is full, he is i« 
Men and Beafts ai meek as a Ltunb. It inhabin ihc 
Mount^ns, except in Winter- I'ime, when it roars 
about the Gates of Cities and Towns; and kills 
both Sheep and Goats, i^€. He ii Tcry fiAtil id 
feizing and'deflroying Inch Creatures as are ftronger 
than himfelf. When he falls upon an Hog, or » 
Goat, or fiich finall Beaih> he ^es Bfil iauMidiatdir 
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kUl them, btit leads them by the Ear, with all the 
fpeed he can, to a Crew of raveooas Wolrej, who 
ioIUntly tear them to Pieces. 

13. The ounce is a moil cruel Beail, bred i« 
Litja, about as bir a's a MaflifF Dog,'hi( Face and 
Ears being like a Lion's J his Body, Tail, Feet and 
Nails like a Cat's. It is of a very terrible Afpeft. 
His Teeth arc b iharp and Ilrong, that he can bit* 
Wood afuuder with ihera. His Claws arc a good De- 
fence, being, like his Teeth, botb lo fliafp andftrong, 
that he lights with them. The Colour of the upper 
Part of his Body is like whitifh Oak, the hjwer Part 
of an Afh-Colour, being every where covered witti 
black Spots ; but his Tail more black than the reft of 
his Body, with large Spots. Itis very ravenous, hates 
and deHroys atl Creaiaret' he can mailer, efpedally 
Men. The Gall of this Bead ia deadly Poifon. 

. A ROMPO, or Man-Eaitr, is fo called be- 
feeds upon dead Men ; to come at which 
be greedily grubs out the Earth off their Grai'es, aK 
if be had Notice of fome 3ody there hid. He keeps 
in the Woods J his Body is long and (lender,' beitig 
abaut three Feet in Length, with a long Tail, at the 
End of which is an hairy Sort of Bnilh. The Nff--, 
groes fay, that he does not. immediately fall on, u 
loon as he has found the Body, bat goes round it 
ievcral Times, as if afraid to feize it. Its Head and 
Mouih are like a'lt Hare's; his Ears tike a >^a's; his 
fore Fe|t like a Badger's, and his hinder Feet like a 
Bear's: It has likewifc a Mane.' This Creature ia' 
bred in InJia and JfrUe^. ■ 

i+. A BUFFALO has an Head like {he Head 
of an Hart. , His Horns are branched, and (ragged. 
His Body is, for {he mo'ft Part like a wild Ox's !■ 
and about tJie fame Size. His Hair is deep and- 
harfb, like a Bear's. His Head is fo hard and' ^icfe. 
that the Scythians make Breaft-plates of it, that no 
Dart can pierce through. It is reported of this Crea< 
B 3 ture, 
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ture, that wHen he is banted, or put into a Fi^ht, 
he'll change bis Colour to the Colour of every Thin? 
he fees; BE, Binonfr Ttcci he is green, Ufc. He ts 
hred ill Tartery, Polanil, ttz. He is roofily valued . 
for his Hide, which is mach elleeined in ill ihf cold 
Coi'ntries, efpecially in England, whereof oar valiant 
T^vned Bands freqaen[ly make theii military Coat, 
Belt, i^e. 

\t. Thb bull is a verv flrong. fierce Cieatnre; 
Its Strength, in all Pans of his Body, is very great; 
but efpecially about the Head and Neck. His Fore- 
liead feems to be made for Fight ; having fhort thicl^ 
Horns, with whicb he can tofs up into the Air i 
large Dog, lie. which he furiouHy receives again as 
jt fallSf and lb gores it fomecimes with his Homs, 
that at length he deftroys it. Bulls are Enemies to all 
Beads of Prey, ai Lions, Bears, Wolves, k^c. The 
Roaring of a Bull is very dreadful. The Bull is very 
Ihort-lived iox his Size and Strength, fcaice exceeding 
iixceen Years. 

i6. The COW it the Female of the afbre&id 
Kind; fomewhat Ihorter-Iived than the Bull. She has 
feldom more than one Calf at once ; and goes about 
fee Month]. Her Nature and Ufe being b wall 
known, there needs no farther DefctiptioD. 

17. The OX'it a ftrong Creature, yet very gentle ; 
of great UA n Hnfbandry, fuch as drawing the Plow, 
Ort, W^. His Flea is exCelli-nt Pood : His Hide t> 
nad« into Leather, for feveral Ufei. There are Oxen 
in all Parts of die World. Thofe of Eppt, about 
dw River JiiU, are as white as Saflw* <» exceeding 
Statwe; yet fe neelc and gcDtle, that tlwv are ealily 
{ovnMd by McR. This Creature, at weUasihc fiidl 
aii Co««, it «r a fluggifli and lifiiy Nature, that 
caftlj gmwa &i> and fcMa wkdly npoa Hcibage. 
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. 10. A HORSE is a very fine ftatelj Beaftj ind 
«ne of the molPurcful Creaturei to Man. Thii Crei. 
tare ii bred now in moft Paru of the World, The 
Horlei of Tmriiy, Areiia, ud Ptrfia, are accounted 
better limbed and proportioned than manr others ; 
bat the Englifi^ Race may juflly claim the Ptecedence 
of nioll Eurtfean Nationi, and are not, perhaps, in- 
ferior in Strength and Beaaty to thofe of anv oibcr 
Country. The Horfe is a fagacioui and docile An!- 
ma}, fierce and conrageona in War. It is iaid, that it 
was very much owing to Horfet, that the Spaniards 

funed fuch large Acqaifidons in America ; for, when 
rft the Natives faw a Man on Horfeback, they 
thoaght the Man and the Horfe to be one incUvidu^ 
Creature ; which ftruclc them into a very great Ter- 
ror. The Horfe fharcs a middle Life, fcarce attain- 
ing to forty, and ofually not to more than twenty ; 
but this Shortnefs of Life he probably owes to Men s 
For the Breed of the Sun is now no mqre, that ranged 
at large in frelh PaAure; yet tbe'Horfe continues 
growiog til] Six, and generates in old Age. The 
Mare alfo goes longer with Young than the Woman ; 
and but feldom foafi double. It m wholly fuperiluous 
too nicely and particularly to defcribe the feveral Part* 
and Properties of thb Creature, which fall almoft 
under every one's Obfervaiion. 

19. Am ass is a Bcaft of Burden, very ferviceable 
to Mankind in carrying a Man, and fnch Utenlils a« 
he pleafes to lade him with ; of greater Strength than 
mofi ^nimals of his Size ; but ofa Itupid and floggifh 
Nature. The Female is much elte«med by Phy6cians, 
for its Milk, in Confumptions. This Creature is ufu- 
ally of a dun Colour, and hat the Form ofa Crofs upon 
its Back and Shoulders. He has Dearl;^ 'he f^tne Age 
as the Horfe. To be more particular, in defcribing a 
Creature fo well known, is altogether needlefs. 

10. A MULE is a Beaft of a mixt Nature, eggen- 
dered of a Mare and an Afs, and rcfembles an Als 
more than an Horfe ; having long Ears, a Crofs upon 
the Shoulder, fmal) Feet, and lean Body ; but in moll 
otherRe^eai'iis tike an Horfe. Itdon'tpropagiteatall. 
The Mule is longer-livtd than either the Horfe or Afs. 
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21. A FOX is produced in moft Countries; nor 
does one of ihem differ much in Size from another, 
but much in Colour. In Mufiovj, fome of them «re 
Hack, fwne while, and others red. The Abode of 
this Creature in the Day-Time is in Holes cf the 
Earth, wiiich he never is at the Trouble of making ; 
for the Foil by leaving his Excrements in the Badger's 
Hole, or Den, thereby takes Po/teffion of it for him- 
felf, the Badger never caring to come intoit anymore. 
The Fox feems wei! provided for long Life, at being 
well covered, of a greedy Appetite, and living under 
Ground, yet he is not obferved to be long-lived. 
Doubilers he is of the Dog- Kind, which is but Ihort-* 
lived. The Male of this Species will fometimes cou- 
ple with a Bitch, and the Female with a Dog. When 
he is hunted, and the Dogs are ready to take him, he 
13 faid to urine upon his Tail, and ftrike it into the 
Paces of the Dogs. And as many as he touches with 
his pilTed Tail commonly leave off the Chace, unlefs 
very good of the Kind. But, his Wiles and Strata- 
gerr^s bein^ fo numerous, I fliall forbear to fay any 
more of himot them. 

22. A RACOON is a Monkey, left than a Foxi 
ii grey-haired, has a large black Eye, with Whilkert," 
and Nofe like a Pig, Tdl and Ftet like a Rat, a' 
brownifli Fur on his Back, and a white Belly. It is 
very prejudicial to Poultry. 

3 J. Tbb SAGOIN 15 about the Size of a Rabbet, 
of a grilled Colour, a Tail like a Rat, Feet like a. 
Squirrel, Face almoll like a Martin, : 



24. The BERBE (called by Earcptam- Wine- 
Sibbif, bccaufe 'tis very greedy of Palm- Wine) is al- 
moft like a Cat ; only its Snout is much fharper, and, 
the Body fmatler, andfpotted like the Civet Cat. 
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' 25. A PORCUPINE growa to the Height of 
aboat two Feet and an half. lu Bile 19 fo lliarp, tfaat 
,no wooden Work, as fome lay, can withfland it. It 
ii Co dating, that it will encounter the moft dangeroai ~ 
Snake. When it is provoked, it (hooii its Quillsi 
winch are about two Spans long, at Man or Beaft, 
with fuch Violence, that, if the^ happen to hit on % 
Board, they will ftitk in it ; which Dircharge of tUiIe 
Weapons of Artillery, which Nature hath provioei 
for its Defence, if too often rc|i«ated, lends to its own 
Dellruftion. Its FlcOi, in thofe Countriei whet« it 
breeds, is efteemed by the Native! as eoodFood. 

26. A BADGER it of (wo Kinds ; oce Sort like 
a l>og, the other like a Swine : It difim likewire is 
the Shape of the Snout, one rcfembline a Dog'a, 
the other an Hog'a ; the former of which cats Fle(h 
Knd Carrion, like a Dog ; the latter Fruit and Rooci, 
like a Swine. 'Tii abont as big as a Fox, but of a 
Ihoiter and thicker Body. Hig iHcin is hard and ru^- 

fed] hli Hair barlh and Aubbont. His Back u 
road ; Lis Legs are Jonger on th« right Side thaa 
the left. His Teeth are prodigious Iharp ; and, 
when he tight) with a Dog, he nfctk hu Teeth asd 
Nails, which are both very.fhatp. 

27. A HEDGE-HOG is abaut the Bigneft of t 
Rabbet, but more like an Hog; being covered all 
over with (harp thorny Hair, as well as on the Face 
and Feet, and thole Qitrp Prickles covered with « 
Kind of foft Mofs ; but, when 'tis angry, or gather* 
its Food, it ftrikes them by natural InttinQ, as lliatp 
as Pins, or Needles. He has two Holes under hiB 
Tail to difcharge his Excrements ; which no Creunre 
living has bc^ee. Hu common Food 19 Applett 
Worms, or Grapes. It is reported, that when be 
Cods Apples on the Ground, under the Trees, he roll* 
kimfelf upon them, undl he hai filled all his Prickles, 

' and then carries tkem to his Den; never having above 
one In his Mouth. When it is apprehenfire of Danger, 
it draws iilelf up as round as a Foot-ball ; fo that no> 
^nng appears but the Fricktet. 
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2.B. The HYENA', of which there, are ieverai 
Sorts, is, mCir/arett, about'the Size of a Foxj It has. 
Briftles like en Horfe's Mane on its Back. It is fajd, 
.it can change the Colour of its Eyes at Pleafure, 8, 
thoufand Times in a Day. When it is very hungry, it, . 
enters the Graves of Men, and ears their dead Bodies j 
yet its Fleih, in Syria, Dama/cus, &e. is eater by Men.. 
Ila Feet and Legs are like a Man's ; its Colour like a ■ 
Bear's ; and is thought to be engendered of a Bear and 
a Dog. It is a Bcail of great Subtilty, that barks and 
makes an hideous Ncife in the Night. This Crea-. 
ture is faid, when it goes to drink at the V.\vcf Nile^ 
to lake a Sup and away, for fear of ihe Crocodile. 

29. The MANTICORA, (or, according to the . 
P"fians, Mantkra) a Devourer, is bred among the 
Indians; having a triple Row of Teelh beneath and 
above, and in Bignels and Roughnefs like a Lion's; 
as are alfo his Feet j Face and Ears like a Man's; ■ 
his Tail like a Scorpion's, armed with a Sting, ani 
Iharp-pointed Quills. His Voice il like a fmall 
Ttunipet, or Pipe. He is fo wild, that 'lis very dif- , 
ficolt to tame him i and as fwift as an Hart. With 
hjs Tail he wounds the Hunters, whether they come . 
before or behind him. When the Indiens take ^ 
Whelp of this Beaft, they bruife its Buttocks and. 
T^lj to prevent hs beating the Iharp QailU; -then it 
ij tamed without Danger. 

30. An antelope Is as large as a Goat, of i. 
ChelhuC Colour, and white under the Belly. His, 
Horns are almoft tlraight from his Head up, tapering_ 
gradually, with Rings at a Diftance from one another^ 
ull within an Inch, and half of the Top. It lus 
fine large black Eyes ; a long and fiender Neck, Feet,- 
Legs J and a Body (haped like a. Deer, There are 
Many in an Herd ; when at the fame Time they have 
Scouts, who by running give them Notice of an apt 
ptoKhing Foe. They are generally fliot, y^. bein^ 
ttf> fwift ifv a Grey-hound. 
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■31. The lamia, cotcflrning which Acre are 
many fiftuious Stories, is (according to the Optnion of 
Ibme Writers) the Creature inentionL-d in the 34,th 
Chapter of I/aiab, called in Hebrew Llliib ; as aiia 
the fame which is mentioned in the 4ih of Lomeitta- 
■ihni. it is thought to be the fwiftcfl of all four-footed 
Creatures, fo that its Prey can feldom or Bever efc^c 
it: And by its Fraod.il deftroys Men, for, when it 
fees a Man, it lays open its Breaft, and entices him 
to draw near; and, when it has him within Reach, 
it falls upon him and devoors him. It \s faid 10 be 
tn-edin Uhya; and to have a Face and Breal^s liltca 
■very beautiful Woman. Jt hai no Voice but that of 
hilling like a Serpent. }ts hinder Parts" ate lilte. a 
•Goat's, its fore Legs like a Bear's ; its Body is ftaled 
all ov;r. It is faid, they fomecimes devour their own 
Young. 

, 32. TheELKE is twice as big as an Hart.aiid 
bigger than aa Ilorfe in Ner^wej, Siuedcn, &c. It is 
' tamed, and put into a Coach, Chariot or Sledg* to 
draw Men thro' great Snows, and upon the Ice. It is 
feid'to te more fwift, and to run mOre Miles in one 
Day than a Hcrfe can in two. This Creature was 

■ fdrmerlj' ufed to be prefented to Prircr-s, and much 
■ 'efleemed for its fingular Strcnj^th and Swiftnef*. Its 

■ Forehead is broad, and has two very large Horns: 
The Female has likewife Horns. His Neck is Diort, 
but thick; his Ears, and Eacic very long. lis Colour 

"is generally like an Harf's, but iometimcs all whitp, 
' Its Horns weigh twelve. or fourteen Pounds. There 
ia great Virtue afcribed to its Hoof in Medicine.

They feldom live ten Vean, tho' a Creature of a mo- 
derate Sikc, and well covei«d ; and IhaHng bbt a nry 
fniall Proportion of Gall, yet their Coat ia exceeding-, 
ly curled, beyond that of any other Animal. The 
Ram generate! not till the third Year; and continues 
^ fit for Generation to the dghth. The Ewe continuea 
to bear aa long at fhe live*. Tis a Creature InbjeA 
to Difeafet, and feldom Uvea out iis full Couc^. Slw 
goea with Young about twenty Weeks. 

Th( African Sheep atv fliaped like onn, but not 
near fa big: They have no wool j but that Want ia 
fupplicd with Hair ; fo that here the World leemi in- 
verted, the Sheep being hairy,' and the Men tvodly. 
They are but a dry and inditTerent Sort of Meat. 

35. THt STREPSrcEROS is a Kind of Sheep 
bred in Crete, not unlike our common Sheep, itt 
Horni excepted, wbkh grow and Ihoot ilraight om, 
like the Unicom'i, being curled about wirh Wreaths, 
like the Goat's Horn. This Creature is about as big 
as an Hart, having likewife red Hair. 

36. Thi ibex, taken by fomc to be a wild Goat, 
is bred in the Alpt. Tis of an admirable Swifinefs, 
tho' its Head it loaded with Horns, as no other Beaft 
of its .Statore wean, being Sx or feven Spans long. 
His H^r and Neck are like a Buck Goat's, with a. 
long Beard i the other Parts of his Body refemble 
th(£ of an Hart. It inhabits the Tops of CU£, 
Rocks, and Mbuntains. 

37. Thb MUSMON is not unlike a Sheep, ex- 
cept in the Wool, which refemblts rather the Hair of 
a Goat. It is bred in Spain and Ce'faa, and b laid 
to be begotten betwixt a Ram and a Goat. His 
Breaftii rough and hairy, his Horns bend backwards 
only to his Ears. It has a very Ihort Tail. It is not 
inferior In S<*i(tnefs to any other Beaft. It frequents 
the fteep Mountains, and fixda on Grafs and Herbs. 
lu Fldh is reckoned Very good to cat. 
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jV. The baboon is comn-itily black and hairy, 
roQgh-Sun'd, has red and bright Eyes, a long Face 
like a Do^'s ; bat his Teeth are both longer and 
firouger. His fore Feet are armed with very (trong 
Nails. He is very fvifi, and hard to be tak.en. Some 
of them delight in Fithine, and will flay a great while 
in the Water hunting for Fifli, wTiich they catch 
in great Abundance, and lay up in Store. The an- 
dent Egyptiani held thefe Creatures in treat Vene- 
ration, and kept them in their Temples. It is a 
Lover of Sheep and Goats, and drinks their Milk, It 
knoivs how to take the Kernels out of .Nuts,, ai 
well as a Man. It will alfo drink Wine, and eat 
human Pood. It is very furly and ill-natured. It 
will imitate a great many of haman A^ons ; lov- 
ine, as is faid, wandetfully to wear Garments, and 
wUl, of its own Accord, doath himfelf with the 
Skins of fuch Creatures as he kiUs. It mII iland 
upright, or fit down, and in many Things will be* 
have, as if it had fome Degree of ratioRsl Under* 
ilanding. 



39. MONKEYS are bred in many Countries, and 
sre of various Sorts and Sizes. There are fomc in 
the Eafl'hdies finely Ipotted. Monkeys, when wild, 
feed chiefly upop Nuts, Apples, \^t. but when tamed, 
will eat many Sorts of human Food. They are very 
expect at dtm^Ing, mifchievous and unlucky; and 
participate much of the fubtle Nature of Apes and 
Baboons.

Snout of this Creatnre is long, Arong, and broad, 
to caft ttp [he Earth for its Food ; having on the Tip 
ft tifii^ GriHIe, jonnd and picked at the End, between ^ 
the Noftrils, wherewith it firil enters the Ground, 
in digging. Upon itj under Chap, there are Teeth 
wtuchgrow out of the Head of the Male, which the 
Pemale hath not.

Hit Colour is for 
the moft Part brown ; yet there are Herds of white, 
Itt- Feet are flefhy, like a Bear's, and are Ihod with. 
Leather when it travels. There is an Herb, which 
ha* a Seed like a Myrtle Seed, that is poilbnous 
tb< Worms, yet it is Food for Camels. It will not drink 
dear or dean Water, but that which is Himy, or 
inaddj. It will enduie Thirft for foine Days; for 
which Reafon it is tnore ufefu! for Travellers than ' 
Horfes, in the Libyan or Arabian Deletes : When 
it drinks, it takes a very large Quantity. The Camel 
is long-lived ; a lean Tinewy Creature, that commonly 
reaches to fifty, and fometimes to a hundred. It is 
faid to be fo chafte by natural InftinS, that the Male 
will not cover its Dam, i^t. Of its Hair is madp 
Camblet. Camel's Milk is the thinnejl of all others ; 
and is therefore very wholefome for Food. There are, 
fevcral medicinal Virtues in Camels. Thele Creatures 
are produced in great Plenty in Arabia, &c. 

^o. The dromedary is like a Camel, of 
tels Stature, but much fwiftcr; and has but one hard 
Bunch on his Back. It cheweth the Cud. It is a 
very tall, large Creature. Its upper Lip is cloven 
in the Middle like a Hare's ; and it has two broad 
Nails on his Feet, which in the upper Part appear clo- 
ven, but underneath whole, round and fleihy, without' 
Dii-ilion. It has an hitrd.Bunch on its BreaR, whereon 
it leans, fitting down and rifing ^ and alfo one upon 
each Knee. It is £iid to live fifty or iixty Years. 
This Creature was formerly ufed to draw a Chariot, 
and pretented to Princes ; and io Time of War, every 
one carried two Archers, who fat upon him Back to 
Back, flioo ting their Darts, one againft the Front of 
the Enempt, and the other againft the I'ollowers.

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57. Tbe bison, or Wild Ox, is bred chiefly 
in the Northern Parts of the World, vix. Mufitvy, 
Scjthia, ice.

It is exceeding fwift in Par- 
fuic of its Prey, which are mofUy Pifh, with which' 
he fills his Den fo full, that it fiinks to that Degree, 
as to corrupt the Air. In the Winter-time it lives 
chieHy upon Land, and feeds upon Fruit, Bark of 
Trees, He. It is hunted with Dogs, and b}' Mat 
(vith (harp Spears. 



only much larger ; and with Timber 
makes Dams over narrow Rivers, tp catch Filh, by ■ 
ftanding to watch them - thereon, and jumping upon 
diem on a fadden. It is a very fubtle Creature ; and 
there is an orderly Government among their Species. 
In their Works each knows his proper Buiinefs and 
Station; and the Overfeers beat thofe young ones 
that loiter, and will make them work floutly. - It is 
about the Size of a Fox, or a Badger. His Head is 
Ihort, his Ears are very fmalt and round ; its Teeth 
very long, the under Teeth ftandihg out beyond 
itt Lips diree Fine^rs Breadth, and the upper about' 
half a Finger's, being very broad, crooked, fharp and 
ftrong. His fore Feet are like a Dog's, his binder 
' like a Goofe's; btit the Tail is moft fbange of all. 
being covered over with a Skin, like the Scales of 
a Fifh, and i: in Shape like a Soal, about fix Fingers 
broad, and half a Foot long. It lives both in the 
Water, and on the Land. 



66. Ths 
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66. The ELEPHANT is bred in the hot Ea^ 
and South Countries : That of India is the largeil, 
bcin^ about thirteen Feet high, and feven broad; 
and 15 much (he largeft of all Land Anunalg. It is 
for the moft Part of a moufe Colour, or black. The 
Skin h fo hard, that a fharp Sword cannot penetrate 
through ii, efpeclally on the Back; the moft ten-, 
der Part being under the Belly. Its Eyes are like 
Swine's. It has four Teeth on each bide, with 
which it grinds its Meat like Meal ; beiides thefe it 
has two others, which hang out beyond the reft ; in 
the Male downwards, in the Female upwards; Thofe 
of the Male are the largeft ; ihofe of the Female . 
are fmaller, but ftiarper. One of them it keeps aU 
ways ftiarp, to revenge Injuries; and with the other' 
it roots up Trees and Plants for its Meat. The 
Tooth of the Male of this Beaft grows to be ten 
Feet long ; fome Elephants I'eeth have been feen, ' 
that (they fay) have weighed fingly three hundred 
Pound Weight. The Tetth of the Female are reck- 
oned more precious" than thofe of the Male. The& 
they lofe once in ten Years ; which falling off, they 
very carefully bury, in the i arth (as is thought) on 
Purpofe that Men may not lind them. The two 
Teeth banging out beyond the reft are Ivory, The 
Elephant's Tongue is very fmall, hot broad, His 
Trunk, through which he draws Breath, ferves him 
as an Hand, to receive his Food ; it is crooked, 
griftly, and flexible. Ac the Root, next to the Nofe, 
in the Trunk, are two Pafla^es, one into his Body 
and Head, by which he breathes, and the other into 
his Mouth, whereby he takes in his Food. With 
Ihis he fights in War, and can lake up a fmall Piece 
of Money from the Ground. It has Joints in its 
Legs, which it can bend at Pleafure. Its Feet are 
round like an Horfe's-, and vaftly broad. It is 3 
great Lover of Wine, and will drink (if Fame be 
. (rue) about fourteen Gallons at a Time, of riiher 
Wine or Water. It goes with Young, according to 
Ibme WriCent three Years, and others, but two 
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Years ; and bringt forth bat one at a Time, and diat 
but little Ingger than a Calf, and grows till thirty. 
When it croCTes a River, the Dam takes her Young 
up with her Snout, with which fhe gra^s it, and 
orriei it lafc over. The Female is more ftrong and 
courageous than the Male, and will hear a greater 
Burden; but in War ^e Male is more graceful, bs- 
caafe taller. Wlien it ib moft loaded, it will go 
iwift ; and can carry a wooden Tower upon its Back, 
and iivatf Men, with their Ammunitions and Provi- 
sions of War. It is odc of the mati docile of all 
Animals, and may be taught to do many Thinga. 
If it receives no Hurt, it will live an hundred Veara, 
and fometimes two hundred. The Blood of the Ele- 
phant is obferved to be the coldeft of all Animals. 

67. The wild GOATS are difperfed into 
many Countries beyond the Sea, the Alfi, Iiafy, Arc. 
Jt is faid, that on the Top of the Lityan Mountains 
there are Goats of a monltrous Size, whofe Horns 
hang crooking backwards to their Shodders, not 
like other Goats. This Scrt of Goals is Aid to be 
very dextrous at climbing, and leaping from the 
Top of one craggy Hill to another, fometimes at 3 
very great Diftance, and feldom or never receiving 
Hurt from Falls. They are remarkable in their Care 
of 'their Young ; which Care, when. Che Dam grows 
old, is retBraed with a becoming G/atitude krf the 
Voung, when grown up, bringing them both Food 
and Water. The Male of tnis Animal differs not 
fram the Female either in Horn, Colour, or Propor- 
tion. In die Summer-time thefe are red, aad in the 
Winter brown. 

The goat approaches the Sheep in Age, iiid . 
almoft every thing elfe; tho' a more <nimbte Crea- 
ture, and of' a fomewhat firmer Plefh ; whence he 
ihouid Teem longer-lived ; but he is mach atoie ftl»- 
dous, and therefore Ihorier-lived. 
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£8. Titi SEA-HORSE livM u well on tbeLtnd, 
ai in the Water. It is (ht^ej like an Ox, but fbme- 
tfhat bigger, weighing fifteen or fixtcen hundred 
Weight. It u coverea with Hair of « Moafc Co- 
lour, and verjr fleek. The Head is flattifli on the 
Top : It hu no Horoi, but luge Lipi, and wide 
Month, and flrong Teeth ; four of wbichi •vix. one 
in each Jaw, are longer than the Te&, being four «r 
five Inches loD^. It has Urge broad Eari, great mg- 
ele Eyes, a thick Neck, firong Lega, but weak Fct> 
locks. Hi* Hoof^ are cloven in the Middlej hit 
Tail is (horti tapering like a Swine's. It is verjr 
|ood Meat. He graxei od ShorCi and dungs likv ae 
HorTe ; but tetire* to the Water, if purfucd, and will 
£ek down to die Botttun, the' very deep, and there 
walk as on dry Ground. 



69. Thb mountain cow (according t» 
Captain Dtrnpitr) is as big Is a Bullock of two \t»n 
old, and Ihaped like a Cow i but has a much larger 
Head, without Horns. Her Nofe is Ihoit; her Eyes 
are round, full, and of a prodigious Size. She haa 

geat I^s; and her Ears are in Proportion to her 
ead. Her Neck is thick and (hort, and her Lega 
Aorter than ordinary. She has a coarie thin Hajr^ 
sod a pretty long Tail, but no Bunch of Hair at the 
Ead. Her Hide is near two laches thick, and hqr 
Flefti red, and very wholefome Meat. This Beaft 
never feeds in Pafture, bke other Cows, but upon 
Jong Grafs, or Mofs, on the Banks of Rivera. When 
fcer Belly is full, fhe lies down to flcep by the Water* 
£de. asik at the lead Noife fUps into the Water, K-tiere 
Anking down to the Bottom, tho' very deep, it is laic^ 
Ae walks as oo dry Grtund. She is bred aaiv the 
Bay ^ liottJw, in Amrita.

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70. The civet CAT requires *a large Share 
of Trouble and Attendance to breed it up. Its Food 
is Pap boiled, or made of Millet, with a. little FleOi 
or Fifli. It produces Civet, eren when very young j 
of which that of the Male is greater, and better than 
that of the Female, becaufe the latter cannot avoid 
urining into the Civet Bag, which fpoils it. 

71. The GENNET CAT (fo called, as feme 
fiippoTe, from ill Lilcenefs to a common Cat) is in 
tjze between a Cat and a Fox. The Skin, wherein 
there is Abundance of Spots, ia very beautifiil; the 
fliining Brightnefs and Splendor of it not being in- 
terior to that of any other Creature. It is meek and 
f«ntle, except it i» provoked ; and is fufi^red, 10 Can- 
Jlaniinofle, to go up and down from Houfe to Hoafei 
like a common Cat. The Wild of dm Speciei keep 
in Valleys and mufhy Places. 

7J. The FITCH, er POLECAT, differs from 
the Wild Cat (in account of her ftrong and flinking 
Smell, its Skin is lliff, harlh, and rugged ; and lalts 
long in Garments. Its Tail is not nbove two Hands 
long. Its Breaft, Tail, and Leg;, are of a Hackifii 
Colour, but the Belly and Sides yellow. It keeps in 
the Tops of Houfes and fecret Cornert, and devoun 
Hens, Chicken!, f^c. by bitin" off their Heads, to 
prevent their Crying. Some Polecats wand^, and 
Keep in Woods, and live upon Birds ; others by the 
Sea-lide, and Recks, and feed npon Fijh. 

73. The Common HOUSE-CAT is in all Parts 
hke a Lionefs, except in her Iharp Ears. Her Fleft 
is foft and fmooth ; her Tongue, in licking, is mngh 
like a Lion's ; her Teeih are like a Saw ; her Naili 
*re (heathed, like the Nails of a Lion ; ftrikii^ with 
her fore Feet boih Dogs and Uther Things, as 9. Man 
doih with his Hand. The Age of the Cat termitiftes 
between fix and ten; a nimble Creature, abounding 
in- Spirit that eats voraciouQy, and fwallows without 
much chewing. She catches her Prey by Leaping. 
The Cat is neat, cleanly, and a very ufeful domellic 
Creat^^e. 74. MICE 
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74. MICE are of vnrioui Coloan ; bat mofily alh- 
coioured. In Savvf, and fome Parts of Fratut, thery 
■re white Mice. They alfo differ in Size. Their 
Heartt are very large ; and their Liver and Lifhta 
(according to fome Writers) iacreafe in the Wiatfr^ 
the Fit»^es in them iocreafing and decrcafing with chf - 
Moon i for every Day of the Moon's Age th«re is S: 
Fibre increafed in their Liver; which gave Qocafiott 
to the Obfervation, The Moan feeds Oyfters, fill*. 
Hedgehogs, and increales the Fibres in Mice. In. 
Africm there are Mice which afford a nulky Scenr,. 
bat have no Bagi like the Civet Cat ; whence foms- 
think, that the pleafant Odoara proceed troni tb^ 
Skin, Their Place of Living, Food, We. are Jb wel| 
known, that it is needlefs to trouble the Reader anyi- 
£uiher about them. 

7;. A RAT fomewhat refBrnbles a Mode in itt- 
Shape, bat is fnur Times as big, being of a dafk^ 
Colour, moie white under the Belly ; haviitg a long; 
Head, fihart and ronnd Ears, fhort Legs; long Claws, 
very; large Eyes, and a long Tail, almoft void of 
Mair, a^ accounted venomoas. What ha* hith«rto> 
been detribed is the Land-R^. There is alfo a Wa^ 
tar-Rali .which has Holes by the Water-Side, and 
feeds upon Fifh. It is in all Refpeas like the Land- 
Rat, CKcepc in the Snout, which vt rounder and: 
Uunter. 

76. Thb MUSK-RAT is faid to be flUpeJ li]c» 
one of OQT Water-R«ts, bnt larger. It has a. finet 
malky Scent. & builds m the Mtrfhei, by the W&tu- 
Side, with two or three Ways into them i and is finely/ 
..4aiibed within, having three lading Rooms very/ 
Mat, one higher than anotheiv. Itw, tnought tplivft 
noilly on Fifh. 

77^. Thb LAND-TORTOISE liiwe upon G^aJsfe 
Bwves v«y flowly ; and, if iuty Thing comes near ita. 
Head, draws it under the Shell, which i» &, Itrong,, 
Aat nothing can hurt it. It alfo dr^ws in. iu fore 
Leg* with lu Head; fo that all is (ectired. It will 
carry''a Man on its Back. Its Flefli caU and locks, 
like Bu&lo, and makes good Broih* 

D J 0^ 78; XiH* 
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82. Of squirrels there are thrw Kindr.^ 
bred in Firgiaia. The fiift is the great Fox<Sqnir' . 
rel, much larger than the Englijh, and grey ; this 
•Sort u very common, and as good lo cat a* a Rab- . 
bet. The fccond it the Flyiag- Squirrel, of a light 
dan Colour, and lefa <han the En^lijh. The"^kiii, 
on either Side the Belly, extended, is very large, be- 
twixt the fore Leg and hind Leg, which helps it i^i 
Hupping from one Bongh to another. This Sort, 
though Icfs, will leap farther than the Pox-Squirrel. 
The third is the Ground-Squirrtl, a little bigger than 
a Moufe, finely fpotied, like a young Fawn. The 
Englifii Squirrel is about the Size of a Weefil, but . 
hardly fo loDg. lis Head, Tail, and Colour, are 
much like thofe of a Fox. It will, like other Squif 
rels, leap from Bough to Bough, crack Nuts, feed on 
Fruits and Vegetablesj and is very acceptable to the 
Ladies. 



There are fome of this Species of d iFerent Colours, 
as red, brown, black, and fome all white. There 
are two Sorts, one a domeftic Weefil, living in 
Houfes, Barns, l^c. I'he other wild, living in the 
Woods and Mountains. In the Nanhtra Parts of 
Europe, there are prodigious Qjgniitiea of white 
Weefils. The Ladies of tjie firlt Rank in Ruffia 
cloaih thetnfelves with their Skins, inlleaJ of Ermine, 
which is very coftly. Tiic domefiic Weefils kill 
and deftroy Rats, Mice, and Moles ; at alfb Hens, 
Chickpns, Eggs, iSc. There's nothing more llrange, 
than what is reported of their Concepuon and Geoe- 
ration ; for they are faid to ingender at the Ear, and 
biing forth iheii Young at the Mouth. 
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8i.- LIZARDS ve of ruioui Spedes ; Jbme oT 
the Umft having « Tail aboat a Foot long, utA aa 
Hand braad. The Lieard ii of a dark Colour, bat - 
half the Head ii red. There are fome other Sorts of 
Lieandi whkh ok green, and fotne grey; the laft 
ntKh IcA dian the firft ; and diefe are fullered te 
criep ap and down ihe Chamber! (at the Gainiy Fac- 
tories) cleanfing them from ^ Vcnnin, Thcfe, ac- 
cording 10 fbme, are called Saiamsmltrt, Lizardi aie 
bred in Sfain, Portugal, tec. 

. The ferret 11 a bold Creature, Enemy 
all others, biM thofe of ks own Kind.- It ii ki 
Size and Make fonewhal tike a Weefil, It breeda- 
in England, but not in feveral other Couatriei of f«— 
rept. Here it is tamed, to hunt Rabbets out of their 
Holes in the Earth ; but it ii put in always inuB2led> 
left it Aiouid kill them, and fuck their Blood in their 
Burrows, which it is very greedy of. In Head ia 
little, like a Moufe'i, and its EyeS very fiery. The- 
tame of this Spede* lives upon Milk, Barley, Brcad^ 
tjfc. and the wild upon the Blood of Rabbets, Harea^ 
Hens, Chickens, and other Creatopes, that it can fur- 
pri«e and overcome. 

86. The MARTIN is about the Bigoefs of a Cat-. 
bavir^ a longer Bady but {hotter Legs, with Head 
and Tail like a Fox's. Its Skin ia fomewbat brenn, 
with white on the Throat and yellow on die Back, 
Its Teeth are exceeding white and unequal, one longer 
than anoriier, and tnoft prodigioui fharp. Jn th4 
(Kthei Chap ftand fix fmall eating Teetii, in a right 
Line over-againft one another ; which- doo't happen 
in any other Beait. The grkiding Teeth are litce a 
Saw, triangular in Fafhion, 1>eiDg eight abdve and 
ei^t beneath. It is bred in feveral Co)intries, aa 
Franet, Italy, SiveJat, and Miffitiy ; but nM witb- 
out fome Difference. The Skin of this Crcatare bears- 
a great Price ; Princes and Noblemen being cloatbed 
^newkh.

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87. ThB crocodile is a Creature that liveth 
on Land and Water. Its Colour is like to SafTron, 
that is, betwixt yellow and red, but more inclining 
to yellow. The Bel!)- is (bmewhac whiter than the 
other Parts. Its Body is rough, being covered alt 
over with a certain Bark, or Rind, {a thick, firnit 
and ftrong, that it will not yield (^nd efpecially

ii is impenetrable by any Dart or Spear ; Bot th« 
Belly is fofter, wherein it receiveth Wonnds more 
eafily.

The 
Head of this Beaft is very broad; and his Snoot ig 
like aSwine'i. When it eateth or biteth, it never 
moveth iti under Chap. The Opening of the Moutb 
reachech to the Place of hit Eari. It) Teeth are 
white, lone, (harp, a little crooked and hollow. It 
has fixty fointt or Bonee on the Back, which are 
tied toeetier with fo many Nerves. The Tail it 
near at Tone; as the whole Body ,* and the fame ii alio 
rough, and armed with hard Skin upon the upper 
Patt, and the Sides; but beneath, it ii fmooth and 
tender. It hath Fins upon the Tail, by the Benefit' 
whereof it fwimmeth ; as alfo by the Help of it! 
Feet, which are like a Bear's, except that they are 
Oavered with Scales inOead of Hair. Its NaiU are 



very Iharp and flrong. It is doubtful, whethCT it 
hath any Place of Excrement, except the Mouth. 
By Reafon of the Shortnefs of its Legs, his Pace i 



very flow ; and therefore it is not very difficult for a 
Man to efcape from him by Flight ; efpccially, if he 
does rot go (Iraight forward, bot turns and itind* 
out of the dire£l Path ; for the Crocodile's Body it 
fo hard and Aiff, that it cannot ealily turn and wind - 
after him.

in a moderate and tempentM Seafiui ; othcnvife they 
penlh, and come to nothinr. So Coon ai the young 
onct are haidied, they tn^ntly fall into the Water. 
The Crocodile ii thought to lire fijtty Years, Some 
liaTe thought, that the JlltgmUr it a diOina Species 
irom the Crocodile ; bat it i« the received Opinioa 
of the Natnnlifts, that it ia no other than s Croco^la 
not amved to its full Growth. There are leany 
Crocodiles in Bgjfi, about the River Nilt, in th« 
Wtfi-Indiii, itc. Thofe about the l^ii* an much 
the largeft ; fome of them being {according to very 
Cnedibte Teltimony] not lefs than thirty Feet long. 

With regard to the Length and Shortnefe of Life 
In /uiiiaals, the Information procurable is but fiendcF^ 
ObleEvation flifh*, and I'tadition fabulous., Tua* 
Creatures are corrupted 1^ a deeeoerate Life ; anil 
wild oaei intercepted by die iDclemency of th« 
Weajher. Neither do the Thiogs, which may feem 
concomitant, affift oi much in this Enquiry ; as thf 
Bulk of the Body, the Period of GeOation. the Num. 
ber of Young, the Time of Growth, ttfc thefe being 
complicated Confideiatioas, that fomcUDMS concui^ 
sad fi>metiqiei not. 
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tfJOCHE GOLDEN EAGLE is in 
Vf LcBgih, from Point of Beak to Tip of 
^ W Tail, ahoat thi-ce Feet nine Inches: 
^ The Breadth, from Tip to Tip of the 
' Wings extended, is eight Spana ; The 
Length, from the Bitt to the Talons, is four Spw^ 
asd a half. The Bill is rcry ftrong, crooked, ud 
exceeding fharp. The Tongue is Jike a Man's, broad, 
riMnd. and blunt at the Tip. The Feathers of iM 
N«ck are hard, utd of a rufly Colour. The-Eye by 
Naciuw is very carefully prer«rved ; far, inflead of 
oke, as in anodier Animals, it has four Lids or Covert 
for ic. The Wings and Tail are of a duOcy Colour : 
The other fmall Feathers of the whole Body are of >

3. Thi sea eagle, orO/pref (which leema 
to be the fame with the Engli/b Bald BuKXarii) h»h 
been thus defcribed ; From the Point of the Beak to 
the End of the Talons is about three Feet loBft ; from 
Tip to Tip of the Wings nine Spans broad. . The Bill 
and the Tongue are very much likethe Golden Eagle's. 
From the Gbia lung down fmall Feuhcrs like Hair, ■ 
.-imiuwiiiB 
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imitating « Beard ; whence by Tome it is called Tht 
BiartlidEagU. The Feathers «f the whole Body are 

E arty-coloured, being whitifh, dufkifh, and rudy. Its 
egs are almoft wholly covered with dti&y Feathers, 
femewbat iaclining to yellow. Befides the Feathers, 
the whole Body ia covered wiih a white and fott 
Down, as the Skin of a Swan. The Talons are reiy 
black and hooked. This Eagle feeds only on Fi/h. 

3. The black EAGLE is about twice as 'big 
as a Raven. The Jaws and Eye-lids are bare of 
Feathers, and fomewhat reddifli ; the Head, Neck, 
and Breaft, black. In the Middle of the Back, be- 
tween the Shoulders, it has a large white Spot daihed 
with red; the Rump red. The lefler Rows of Fea-

The Colour of 
the Feathers is rufty, like that of old Iron, except 
that at the End of the Wings it hath many Spots. -

Feathers of a while Colour. At the End of th^s bald 
Part, almoll in the Middle of the Neck, giOw linall 
Feathers like certain roflgh, curled Hairs, Randiag up 
above the reil of the riumage, as it-were, very fine, . 
Hender, long Briltlcs. It hath on the Back a kind of 
Hood, reaching to the Middle theie:if, ending in % 
iharp Peak. The Colour of the whole Body is a dark 
Chefnut, indiaing to black ; the Tail long ; the Feet 
and Legs white, and the Claws dtilky. 

6. The VULTURE is fomewhat bigger than an 
^agle. Its Beak is large, andtrooked at theEnd. It 
is ^id, that the Vulture has an excellent Sagacity of 
Smelling, above all other Birds ; fo that it can per- 
ceive the Savour of dead CarcalTes from fax. ■ The Aa~ 
tients have delivered, that the Vulture is content only 
with dead CarcalTes, abflaining from the Rapine and 
Slaughterofliviog Animals. But fome Moderns affirm, 
that it puriues living Birds, and preys upon Uvinr 

'Fawns, Hares, Kids, Lambs, i^c. Its Neck i», for 
the moft Part, bare of Feathers. The Craw bangs 
down, like a Bag, before the Stomach, or Bread. 
Under the Throat it has a Space of about an Hand- 
breadth, clothed rather with lW\r, like to thofe of 
a. Calf, than with Feathers. That the Female, con- 
trary to the Manner of other Birds of Prey, doth not 
' exceed the Male in Bignefs.^ That all the Inlide of the 
Wing! ia covered with a fofc Flecoe of I>owa, which i« 
peculiar to the Vulture alone, among rapacious Birds. 

7. The Common BUZZARD, or Pusit^k^ i> 
about the Bigneft of a Pheafant, or young Pullet. 
The Head is gre»t, the Crown broad and flat, the 
Beaklhort, hooked, and of adarkbiue.' lu Tongue 
is thick, flelhy, blunt, as in the reft of thU Kind. 
The Colour ef ail the upper Part is of a dark dun* 
approaching to black, or a rully btack.^ Some Birda 
of this Kind have many white Spots in the £ovett 
Feathers of the Wings, which, when the Wings am. 
fpread, appear like a white Line; '"^e like white 
Spots )t bath in the long feathers fori nging from the 
Shoulders, which coyer tie whole Back. The £dge« 
of thcfe Feathers arc of a dii^ yellow i '^ lower 

E ,-, ■ Side 
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Side of the Body of a yellowilli white. The Bfcaft 
IS Aained with rufty Spots. Beiwecn the Eyes and 
Nofliils grow long black Brillles. On the Middle of 
the Back grow no Feathers, but only Down ; for the 
Icapular Feathers-ccrver the whole Back, The Thighs 
.are long, flrong, and HeOiy : The Legs Ihort, thick, 
"and ftrong, feathered down a little below the Knees. 
The Legs and Feet yellow, and covered with Scales, 
It feeds upon Mice, Moles, and 'Birds, and is a great 
Deftroyer of Rabbets. Buzzards Eggs are wnite, 
ftaiticd with a few great- reddilh Spots ; fometimes 
sll over white without Spots. 

8. The MERLIN is one of the Icaft Birds our^ 
Falconers ufc for Hawking ; it being not much big- 
fcr than a Blackbird. The Back and upper Part are 
party -colob red, of a dark blue and brown ; the flag 
Feathers of the Wings black, with rufty Spots. The 
TfMn is about, five.lnches long, of a dark brown or 
blackifh Colour, with tranfverfe white Bars. The 
Bread knd Belly are of a rufty white, with brown 
SpotK. The Legs are long, flecder, and yellow ; the 
Talons black. Bebw the Head it has a Ring of yel- 
lowith white, incirehng the Head like a Coronet. In 
the Male the Feathers on the Rump, next the Tail, 
are bluer; by which Noie, and its Bi^nefs, Falconers 
difccrn the Sex ; for the Female in this, as in other 
Eirds of Prey, is greater than the Male, being for 
Colour lefs red, with a*ccrtaiit Mi.tlure of blue. The 
Meilin, tho' the leaft of Hawks, yet for Spirit and 
Mettle gives Place to none. It Mkfs Partridges on 
the Neck, with a fatal Stroke, killing them tn an 
Inftant. No Hawk kills her Prey fo foin. 

9. The HONEY-BUZZARD for Bignefs 
equals or exceeds the common Buzzard ; and. is alio 
like it in Figure or Shape of B^y. The Head is a(h- 
colouted i the Croivn flat, broad, and ilarrow toward 
the Beak. The Bottoms of the Feathers in the Head 
and Back are white. The Colour of the Back is of 
a Moufe-dun ; the Tips of the fiag Feathers, as al(b 
thofe in the fecond and third Rows in the Wings, are ■ 
white. The Feathers under the Chin and Tail are 
tvhite'; the Breaff and Belly alfo white, Jpotted with 
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Wacit Spdts; the Lags are reithered down belowthe 
Knee, ihoii, ftiong, ,and yellow, as are alfo the Fecr. 
The Talons long, tlrong, Iharp and black. It builds 
its"Neft of final 1 Tivigs, laying upon them Wool, 
and upon the Wool ii» Eggs. This Bird runs very, 
fwiftly, hke a Hen. 

10. The MOOR-BUZZARD is lelTer dian the 
common Buz2.aid, of a^rauc the Biguefs of a Crow. 
The Crown of the Head is of a Kind of clay Colour; 
the whole Body, as well lower as upper Side, is of a 
dark tully Colour ; only at the middle Joint of both 
Wtngi there is a Spot of the fame reddilh clay Colour 
with the Head ; and the Feathers at the Root or Rife 
of the Tail are dun. The Tail is abbnt nine Inches 
long, being pa riy- coloured, of a dark and light yellow, 
m bay ; the Legs arc about an Hand-breath long, 
feathered down a Hccle below the Knee, kmger, and 
flendcrer, for the Bignefs of the Bird, than in otltersof 
thisKindi the Lees and Feetyelloiv; the Talons black. 

11. The goshawk U bigger than the com- 
mon Buzzard. The Colour of the Head, Neck, 
Back, and apper Side of the Wines, ia of a dark 
brown. The whole Breifi and Belly white, with 
tranrverfe black Lines, Handing very thick i theThigh» 
are covered over with reddilh Feathers, having- a black 
Line in the Middle doiyn the Shaft ; the Legs and 
Feet are yellow ; the Talons black, the Beak blue. 
The Wings, when clofed, fall much lliort of the End 
of the Train, by which Note alone, and itj Bignefs, 
it-is fofficienily diftinguithed from all Other Hawks ; 
the Train is long, of a dun Colour, with four or five 
crofs blftckifh Bars, landing at a great Diftance front 
each'other. It takes not only Partridges and Pheafants, 
but alfo greater Fowl, as Geefe and Cranes j fometime^ 
alio it catches -Rabbets, 

.. iz.. The sparrow-hawk ii about as Wg 
as a large Wood-Pigeon. Its Beak b Jliort, hooked, 
blue, and black toward the Tip. ; the Tongue thick, 
black, and a little cleft; the Eyes of amean Size; the 
Crown of the Head is of a darlo brown. Above the 
Eyes, and in the hinder Part of the Head fometime;, 
grc white Feaihcn. The Bottoms of the Feathers in the 
E a Head 
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Htad and Neck we white. The reft of the upper 
Side, Back, ShoaMert, Wings xnd Neck, are of the 
feme dark brown, except fome Feathers of ihe Wings, 
which are fpotted with white. The Colour of the 
mitAtr Side, -uIk. the Neck, Breaft, Belly, Sides and 
Winei, ii various, of white and blaclcilh, or rulTet. 
The Wings, when cfofed, ftaree reach to the Middle 
«r the Tait. The Th:|;hs are flrong and ilelhy, aa in 
all Birds of Prey ; the L.e£s long, Ilender, an^ yellow; 
Ihe Toe» aHb Jong, the Talwjs black. It lays about 
five white Eggs, fpotted near the blunt End with » 
Circle of BlooJ-red Specks. It feeds only npon Birds j 
^nd for its Bignefs is a very bold ^nd courageoiM Bird. 

(3. Ths KITE, or Chad, i* bigger than thp 
con-tnon Buzzard. The Head asd Chin are of a pale 
A(h CnioQT, varied with black Lines sioDv the Sluftft 
of ibe Feathers j the Neck is red, the middle Part of 
the Feathers being black, the Back dulky, or brown, 
like a Buzzard 1 the Feathers next the Tail are of tb« 
fame Coionr with it, having their middle Parti, or 
Shafts, black. The fefler Rows of Wing-frathers art 
parly- coloured, of red, black, uid white : The Fea- 
thers covering the Infide of the Wings aire red, with 
black Spots in the middle ; the Tail is forked, tte 
Colour red, the extreme Feathers blackiOi, and the 
Tips of all are white; the Bill is black, the Tongue 
broad and thick ; ^e Eyes are great j the Legs and 
Feet yellow ; the Talons Wack. By the Figure of itj 
Tail alone, it is diftinguilhcd fmm all other girds of 
Prey, Her Tail fcrves her for a Rudder, to direft her 
Flight thro' the Air, whence feme learned Men 
>ave thought, that Men at firft learned the Art of 
iteering a Ship by this Bird. It is a very bold Bird* 
and 3 great DeAroyer of young Poultry, It is faid, 
that when it fees a young Duck, Chicken, We. fa* 
from Shelter, or by atiy other Means lying fit and ex- 
pofed to Rapine, it fingles it out and flies round and 
round tor a while, narking it ; then of a faddcn it 
darts down as fwift as Lightning, ^d catches it up. 
before it is aware. 

14. The mountain FALCON is near as 

big as the Golhawki but Ihortcr- bodied, II has a 

roarit^ 
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round Head and Breifl, a •taper Crown, and blacic, 
encomp&ded with a Kind of adi-coJaured Coronet : 
In tbe Forehead, not far from the Bealc, Hand iip cer- 
t^iir very fine and flender Feathers, as it were. Hairs* 
among the black and brown ones ; which yet are but 
ftw, and in fome Bird* none at all. The Throat, a> 
& Bs the Breail-bone, isfomewhat whitifh, befprink- 
led with great Spots ; the reft of the Breaft is beauti- 
-' fied with certun Marks, which are fometimes of the 
Colour of rufly Iron, fometimes red, and Ibmetimea 
blackilh ; befides thefe, it has other fmaller Specks j 
the Back and Loins are covered with fmall brown Fea- 
thers. It is faid to prey only upoD great Birds, neg- 
leilin^ the fmaller. It is very ravenous, and of- an. 
indoule Nature. 

ij. The Red INDIAN FALCON is about the 
Bignels of the Mountain Falcon. The Head is of 
an A(h Colour, tendingW brown ; as is alfo theNeclc, 
the whole Back, and tha Ouifide of the Wings ; the 
whole Breaft, and alfo the upper Part of the Infide of 
the Wings, the Belly and the Rump, the Hips and 
Thighs, are all fulvous, or red, of a pale vermilion 
Colouf ; but the Chin in this red Colour is marked 
with- a long adi-coloured Spot, produced downwards. 
The Breaft alfo before is fprinkled with fmall Specks 
of the fame Colour. The Legs and Feet are yellow, 
pretty thick and Srong j the Talons black, and veiy 
fharp. 

16. The Greater BUTCHER-BIRD, or Mat. 
tagi/i, in the Narib of England is called Iftrie/igati 
in fome Farts of Gtrmarr/ it is called by a Name, 
which in our Language lignilies NineiiUtr,. becaule it 
is faid to kill nine Birds before it ceafei, or every 
Day nine. It is in Biznefs equal to the common Black- 
bird; the Head, Back, and Rump are alb-coloured; 
the Chin and Belly white; (he Breaft, and lower 
Part of the Throat varied with dark Lines, croflitig 
each other ; tbe Tips of the Feathers of the Wings are 
for the moft Part white j the ouunoft Feathers of the 
Male are all over white, the two middle'moft have only 
their Tips svhite, the reft of the Feathers being black. 
The Legs and Feet are black. It is lud to build ai^onj; 
^ 5 „,,,„Goot)iri' 
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thorny Shmbs, dnvrf Trees, and Bufhes, nukmg in 
Neft of Mofs, Wool, and certain downy Herbs ; boc 
the Bottoms tbfreof of Heath, upoh which it lays 
withinSde the foft and tender Stacks of Hay s tmi 
molt commonly lays Jix Eggs. Jt feeds commonly on 
InfeOi ; yet doth it often Icill fmall Birds. 

17. The Lefler BOTCHER-BIRD, called in 
rorijhiri, Flujhtr, is about the Bigneft of a Lark, and 
h?th a great Hca<f. About the NoftriU and Comert 
of the Mouth grow black Hairs or Briflles. The 
Back and Upperlide of the Wings arc of a roily Co- 
lour ; the Head and Rump of an afb ; the lower Belly 
ii white, the Throat and Breaft white, dalhed witb 
red. It builds its Nell of Grafs, Benis and Feathers ; 
and lays fix Eggs, towards the Iharper E^d almoft 
wholly white, toward the blunter encompaiTed with a 
Circle of brown, or dark red. 

18. The CUCKOW is about the Bignefs of a 
Magpie ; its Leugth, from the Tip of the Bill to the 
End of the Tail, being above 11 Inches-; the upper 
Chap of the Bill foniewhat hooked, and longer than 
the lower, for the moft Part of a dark or blackilli 
Colour ; the nether of a pale or wtiitiih yellow. The 
Infidc of the Mouth, and the Tongue, are of a deep 
jrellow, or Saffron Colour, The Throat, Steal}, and 
Bdly are white. The Feathers of the Head are of a 
dark brown, with white Edges. The Neck and Back 
aiT brown, with a Tinflure of red. The Rump is 
4lh-coIoured. The covert Feathers of the Wings are of 
the fame Colour with thofe on the Back, only the out- 
mafl darker. Its Feet and Claws are yellow. It hath 
two back Toes. It fifeds on Caterpillars, and other 
Infefls. The Cuckow herfeif builds no Nell, but 
having found the Nell of Ibme little Bird, the either 
devours or deftroys the Eggs flie there finds, and in the 
Room lays one of her own, and fo fbrfakes it. The 
fitly Bird retarning, fits on this Effg, hatches it, and 
with a great de^ of Care and Toil broods, feeds, 
xnd chenfhes the young Cuckow for her own, until 
it be grown up, and ready to fly, and Ihift'for itfelf; 
V/liich Thing feema fo Itrange, monftrous and abfuid, 
that the icanied and ingenious Dr. WiiUughhy, in his 

.-OraiiboUfy, 
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Oritiibalogy, publifhed by the learned and in^oion* 
Mr. Riy, (to >vhich Book I own myfelf very much 
indebted for my Defcription of Birds) Beclares, that 
he could not have been induced to believe that fuch a 
Thing had been done by Nature's Inftind, hod he 
not with his own Eyes feen it. 

19. The horn OWL is in Length, from the 
Point of the Bill to the End of the Tail, 'about four- 
teen Inches; its Breadth, meafuring fromTip toTipof 
the Wings extended, three Feet and four Jnchea i the 
Feathers which cover the lower Belly and Legs wr 
reddifh ; in the Throat and Breafl the middle Parts of 
the Feathers are black, the outer Parts partly white 
and partly yellow ; thofe under the Wings are red, 
The Coven- Feat hers of the Wings are party-coloured, 
of a dark aih and yellow ; the Back of the fame Co- 
Jour with the Wings ; the Horns are above an lock 
long, confining of fi!( Feathers. The Legs and Feet 
are feathered down to the Claws, which are black. 

zo. The Common BARN OWL, or Whiti Ovil, 
is about the Bignefs of a Figeon. Its Bill is white, 
hooked at the End, more than .in Inch and half long. 
This Bird hath a Circle or Wreath of white, foft, 
downy Feathers, encompafTed -with yellow ones, be- 
ginnbg froni the Noflrils on each Side, paffing round 
the Eyes, and under the Chin, fomewhat rcl'embling 
a black Hood, fuch rfWomeriufed to wear; fo that 
the Eyes appear to be funk in ths middle of thefe 
Feathers. The Breaft, Bcliy. and Cos-ert-Feathers of 
the Infide of the Wings are white, marked with a 
few dark Spots. The Head, Neck, and B.ick, as far 
as the prime Feathers of the Wings, variciifly, and 
of all Night-Birds the mod elegantly e-loured. The 
Legs are covered with a thick Down to the Feet; bat 
the Toes are only hairy, the Hairs alto thin fet- 

II. The grey OWL is bigger than the com- 
-mon Barn Owl. The Head, Back, Wings, and Tail, 
are of an Aih Colour, fpeckled with whiiifh and black 
Spots. Under the Belly the Feathers arc white, with 
biackiih Spots, The Head is veiy great, thick, round, 
and full of Feathers. In other Re^efls, it is like the 
common Owl. 

22. Tri 
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21. The fern OWL, or durit OW, or Gw- 
/lukir, is K very beautiful Bird for Colour, being more 
like a Cuckow than an Owl; and it ia eafily diftin- 
guifhed from all other Birds, by the St ru flu re of hii 
Bill and Feet. It) Bill', in Proportion to his Body, is 
the leaH of all Birds, and a little crooked. It has a 
huge widfc Mouth and Swallow, On the Sides of 
. the upper Chap of the Bill, as alfo under the Chin, it 
has lUfF black tlairs. like Briflles. The under Side 
of the Body is painted with black and pale red Lines; 
the binder Part of the Head of an Afh Colour. The 
Winga are party-coloured, of black and red. The 
Legs are very fmall in'Pfoponion, feaihered on the 
forelide half Way. It is found in the mountaJnoas 
Woods in many Places of England, as in Yurkjhire, 

zj. Ti! a PARROT hath a great Head, an hard 
Be:ik and Skull. This Bird, in defcehding, orclimb- 
Ing up Bough.t, Grates, i^c. UrA catches hold with 
her Billj as it were with an Hook, then draws up her 
Body, then failens her Feet; then reaching up higher, 
claps on her Beak again, and fo puts forward her Body 
and Feet by Turns. The Parrot only, with the Cro- 
codile, moves the upper Jaw, as all other Animals do 
the lower. The Tongue is broad, and refembies a 
Man's. The Feet are of a fii^ular Fafliion, for they 
have not three Toes ftanding forward, and one back- 
ward, but two each Way, like Woodpeckers. It doe* 
not only imitate Man's Voice, but in Wit excels all 
other Birds. It is faid, that a Parrot, which fell out 
of King /fe«i7 the Eighth's Palace at mjlminjitr, in- 
to the River of Thames, that runs by, then very 
leafonably remembering the Words it had often heard 
fomewhere in Danger, or in JeK, ufed, cried out a- 
main,'^ -ffna', a Boat, for ttumly PounJs. A certain 
experienced Boatman made thither prefently, took up 
the Bird, and reftored it to the Kang, to whom he 
knew it belonged, hopirg for as great a Reward as the 
Bird had promifed. The King agreed with the Beal- 
tnan, that he Ihould have as the Bird being aiked anev/ 
fliould fay ; and the Bird anfwered, Gii// the Kna-ue a 
Grsai. Parrou are bred in both the £a/ and mji Inditt. 
They 
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They bK«d not in cold CoDiitrIe« ; foz they areitnpa- 
tient of Cold, fo that they cao hardly bear our Win- 
ten, unlefg tbey be kept in hot Places. They aie faid 
to be very lonff-Uved. There are feveral Sorts of Par- 
rota, diflering both in Size and Cologr. The fotegoine 
DeTcripcion belonging to Parrou in general, .1 ihall 
ibibear to give a particuliu' Defcripiton of each ; but 
have given the Fignrei of three, vix. the Cemnenf. 
the Wbilt-rrtfiJ, and the Parrot called the Maeaa. 

t\. The raven i* a very large Fowl, being in 
Length, from the Tip of riie Bill to the End oftba 
Twl, about two Feet. The Bill is long, thick, (barp, . 
and very black ; the oppcr Chap fomewhat hooked, 
but not fo as in Hawks i the lower flraight ; the Fea^ 
thers are black all over the Body, having a blue Splen- 
dor, or Glofs ; which is leen efpeci:.!Ty is the Tail 
and Wingi, The Belly ia fomethiiig paler, inclining 
to brown. It has large crtraked Clawi. The Ravett 
feeds not only upon Fruiit and •InftSs, but alfo upon ■ 
the CarcalTes of Btafis, Birdi, and Fiflns \ moreover, 
it fets upon, kills, and devours living BirJi, after the 
Manner of /fdoyi/. Ravens abound in all Countries.thcj 
being hardy Birds, that will eaftly bear all Changes of 
Weather, fearing neither Heat nor Cold, The Raveit 
lays about iive or fix Hges before it begins to fit, of a 
pale greenilh blue, full of black Spots. This Birdisfaid 
to live to avery greatAge, 40 or 50 Years or upwards. 

25. The Common, or CARRION CROW, it 
leJTer than the Raven, being about eigliteen Inches in 
Length. The Bill is Ilrong, thick, and liraight. The 
Colour of the whole Body ia black, only the Ground 
or Bottom of the Feathers of a lead or darkifh Colour. 
This Bird delights to feed upon Carrion, that is. Car- 
caftes of dead Animals when they begin to putrefy. 
It likewife kills, and devours living Birds, in like 
Manner as the Raven ; moreover, it eaieth Grain and 
all Sorts of Infeas, in England at le.ifl. For beyond 
Seas (they fayj it meddles with no Sort of Grain. 
it builds upon high Tires, and lays four or five Eggs 
at a Time, tike the Raven, but lefs. The Crow ti 
iaid to have a ver^ fagaciou: Scent, fo that it ii difficult 
to ftiDOC it, the Sud unelliog the Gunpowder afar offl 
afi. Th«

26. The rook is fomething bigger than tfte 
Crow. It has no Craw, but, inftead thereof, the 
Gullet below the Bill is dilateii into a Kind of Bag, 
wherein it brings Meat to feed its Young. Its Co- 
lour is blaclt, but brighter than that of the Crow; 
The Rooks build many together, upon high Trees 
about Gemlemen's Houfes, who are much delighted 
with the Noife they make in Breeding- time. Both 
Cock and Hen lit by Turns. Their Eggs are like a 
Crow**, but Icffcr, fponed with greater Spots, It is 
Aiid, that when Rooks build, one of the Pair alway* 
fits to watch the Nell, till it be lintfhed, whilft the' 
other goes about to' fetch Materials ; elfc, if both 
go, and leave the Neft unfinifh^d, as fomecunes they 
venture to do, their Fellow Rooks, e'er they return 
again, will bare robbed them, and carried away to 
their feveral Nefts all their Sticks, and whatever elfe 
they had ^t together. Hence, perhaps, the Word 
Raeiing with us ts ufed for Cheating or Ahufing. 
Young Rooks are gopd Foodi 

27. Thi jackdaw is much lefler than the Crow. 
It has a large Head, and a ftrong Bill. The hindec 
Part of the Head, as^ far as the Middle of the Neck, 
Inclines to an A(h Colour, as a!fo the Breatt and Belly, 
but lefs; elfe the whole Plumage is black, with a 
Kind of blue Glofs ! the fore Part of the.Head is of 
K Jeeper black. It feeds upon Nuts, Fruits, Seeds, 
And Infefts. Jackdaws ufually frequent and build in 
antient Caftlcs, Towers, CUffs, Houfei, and Stone- 
Walls, efpecially if (hey be defolate and ruinoua, 
They lay five or fix Eggs, lefler, pr.Ier, and having 
fewer Spots than thofe of Crows. The Jackdaw, be. 
ing a very fubtil and cunning Bird, may be taught to 
imitate the human Voice like a Magpie. 

28. The magpie is about the Bignefs of the 
Jackdaw ; and excepting the Whttenefs of the Breaft 
and Wings, and the Length of the Tail, 'tis very much 
like that Bird. The Head, Neck, Throat, Back, Rump, 
and lower BelJy, are of a black Colour. The Breaft 
and Sides are white, as alfo the firft Joint nf the Wing. 
The Wings are fmaller than the Bignefs of the Body 
would fcem to require. Tis a very crafty and cunning 
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Bird, uid may enfily be taught to fpcak, and that very 
plainly. It builds its Neft in Trees, with that Art 
and Cunning' aa is admirable, fencing it round on the 
butfide, both above and below, with fliarp Thorny 
leaving only one Hole, and that a very narrow QiiCa 
foricrdf to pafs in and out by. 

19. Thb JAY IsleiTer than aMagpte. The Fear 
thers of the. Head and Body of this Bird are taller^ 
tenderer, and Hand more ftaring and ereA than ordU 
nary. Near the lower Chap of the Bill are two Uack 
Spots, on each Side one ; the Chin and lower Part of 
the Belly whitilh ; elfe the Breaft and Belly are of a 
Colour mixed with a(h and red,' Th- Rump above is 
white ; ' the Back red, with a certain Mixture of blue ; 
the Wingj are very beautiful, being chequered with 
black, white, and )a</e\y ibining blue Lineg. The 
Tail is wholly black. Its Eggs are of an Aih-Colour, 
with darker Spots, fcarce appearing. 

30. The TOUCANIAN-PIE, or BraJSl, is about 
the Size of a Magpie. It is faid, that the Bill of this 
Bird is thicker and longer than almoft the whole Body 
besides; and of a yellowilh Colour- The. Head, in 
Proportion to the Body, is ereat and thick i as is fui^ 
able and requifite 10 fullain a Bill of that Length- 
The Head, Neck, andWirgs, are black. The Breaft 
fliines with a mofi bright and lovely Gold, or SalTron 
Colour, with a certain Rednefs near the Beginning; 
the Belly and Thighn with a moft beautiful Vermilion, 
The Tail is black, but in the End of a. notable ted. 
It is faid that this Bird, to iccure her Young from the 
Monkeys (which are very noifome to the Young of 
moft Birds) when ftie perceives the Approach of thofe
